Mystery 

East Lyme, Conn. 

Bird watchers have gone into 
orbit over the finding of a fla¬ 
mingo in the shallows of Long 
Island Sound. 

“Absolutely extraordinary,” 
said Roger Tory Peterson, author 
and illustrator of bird books used 
by amateur ornithologists the 
world over. 

Mr. Peterson, who lives a few 
miles away in Old Lyme, dropped 
everything when the report 
reached him and rushed over to 
see for himself. 

There, big as life, was a skin¬ 
ny-legged, big-beaked pink bird 
that Mr. Peterson said was a 
West Indian flamingo. 

The species is native to the 
West Indies and Bahamas and 
occasionally shows up in the wa¬ 
ters off southern Florida, he said. 

But Connecticut? Never. Well 
hardly ever. 

Andrew Whittaker, head keep¬ 
er of birds at the Bronx Zoo in 
New York City, said the whole 
business is an “astounding dis¬ 
covery.” 

Nature also played unusual 
tricks in western Massachusetts.

Regulations 


Louis R. Tatro Supervisor of Attendance in the Agawam Schools 
wishes to announce that all students in our school system will be 
given a copy of the attendance regulations and state laws, which is 
to he taken home to the parent or guardian. 

This notice is sent to familiarize tlie parent with the regulations 
and statutes, and should be of great concern to them. 

The following is a copy: 

Parents and Students 

The Attendance department has-the responsibility of keeping an 
up-to-date record on each student attending school. 

The number of days of school session is regulated by state law, 
Chapter 71 Section 4 which states, there will be 180 days of school 
each year. 

Chapter 7G Section 2 

Every person in control of a child shall cause him to attend 
school as therein required, and, if he fails to do so for seven day 
sessions, or fourteen half sessions within a period of six months, he 
shall, on complaint by a supervisor of attendance, be punished by a 
fine of not more than twenty dollars. j,i 

Chapter 77 Section 3 

A child who wilfully and habitually absents himself from school 
contrary to section 1 of chapter 76 shall be deemed a Habitual Truant, 
and unless placed on probation as provided in section 7, may on com¬ 
plaint of a supervisor of attendance, be committed to a county train¬ 
ing school. 

For excessive absenteeism due to illness, the school may request 
the parent to submit a note or certificate from a doctor indicating 
the (late he examined the student, the general nature of the illness,

Whitmore said that next April, 
many taxpayers will find that 
they will repay the government as 
much as one dollar of every three 
of their ‘apparent’ tax cut.’

A recent news release from the Automobile Legal Association’s 
safety department warned that “Cars are not playpens and a ca~ - 
controls are not things for little children to play with." 

Those words acquired greater meaning a few days later in Athol, 
Mass., when a two-year-old boy became caught by the neck i.i :.n 
electrically-operated window of the family station wapmi. He was 
! almost strangled to death. 

Police said the boy was in the car with a younger brother and 
I two other children while his mother shopped. As the boy poked his 
head out of the window, someone accidently pushed a button raising 
it. Fortunately, a woman at the scene noticed the boy’s plight and 
rushed to his aid. 

Serious accidents involving young children left alone in cars 
happen far too often to shrug off. 

Sometimes it may seem necessary to leave the children alone in 
the car while you run into the store to “pick up a few things.” After 
all, you say, how much trouble can they get into in just a few 
minutes. Plenty! 

As Charlotte Meany of the ALA’s safety department put it: 
“Children just can't help getting restless. They like to touch things 
and it’s not too difficult to release an auto hand brake or knock a 
gear lever out of gear.” And, we might add, operate automatic 
windows. 

Miss Meany implored parents to take their children with them 
when they leave their cars, “even if it’s just for a few minutes.” 

Sound advice. A "few minutes” can be an awfully long time In 
a child’s life . . . and just about all the time some children need to 
get into trouble.
